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THE AUTUMN SEASON at the Museum opens with the Sixtieth 
Annual of Painting and Sculpture of the San Francisco Art As- 
sociation. The shift of this exhibition from the spring to the fall, 
which is finally accomplished this year, meets the problem of 
avoiding conflict with the large American exhibition at the 1940 
Exposition. It has, moreover, the advantage of offering no conflict 
with other California annuals, and since the season begins earlier 
in San Francisco than in the East it avoids as well coincidence with 
open exhibitions elsewhere. From the artists’ point of view it gives 
an early opportunity to exhibit new work. 

This is the sixtieth year that the San Francisco Art Association 
has sponsored its open Annual. Few annual exhibitions in the 
country can claim so long a history, nor that they were founded 
so early in the development of their city. There is no doubt that 
the Annual has played its part in stimulating art growth here. 

For many years the Annual has been open to all American 
artists who cared to submit to it, and it has been a completely 
jury-selected exhibition. The absence of invited works may have 
sometimes resulted in less of the quality that the inclusion of 
the few well-known works of well-known names as core of an 
exhibition assures. There has been compensation always in the 
lively surprises of the exhibition, the knowledge that the cele- 
brated and unknown, the established and the aspirants, have 
equal opportunity to compete on the basis of work submitted. 
The liveliness and quality of the exhibitions, no matter what their 
point of view as dictated by the elected jury of artists, are best 
testimony to the soundness of the all-juried show for San Fran- 
cisco. Changes in taste and standards that the changing personnel 
of the jury makes inevitable, are additional stimulus to contro- 
versy and guarantee that over a period of years the artistically 
deserving of every shade of opinion will have a chance to exhibit, 

The Sixtieth Annual, like its predecessors, has its own quality, 
its discoveries and surprises. The Museum is glad to present 
another Annual of Painting and Sculpture for the Bay Region 
public to enjoy and to judge.
